Big Bags Missing Over Lake 


Eric After Lightning Is 


Reported. 


CLEVELAND, Sept., 
2.—The 


ekies and capricious winds above 
Lake Erie early today apparently 
held the secret of the fate of the 
six balloons that took off 
from 


Cleveland airport late 'yesterday 
under threatening weather condit- 
ions in the nineneeth race for the 
Gordon Bennett International bal- 
loon trophy. 


Southwest winds blew the crafts 


out of sight of Cleveland yester- 
day over the edge or the'lake and 
last reports indicated that most of 
them were heading toward the St. 
Lawrence nver valley. 


Two balloons were sighted out 


over the lake early today, by coast 
guards, who because 
of 
clouds, 


were unable to identify the bags. 
Witiiin -an hour after the crafts" 
were last reported seen, a terrific 
rain and wind storm, accompanied 
by lightning, broke over*, the re- 
gion. 


A report that a balloon was seen 


falling in Lake Erie at about nine 
o'clock last night sent two coast 
guard cutters in search 
for the 


craft. 
The lake was thoroughly 


secured but no trace of the balloon 
was found. Captain John Daly of 
the Cleveland, coast guard station 
discounted the report. 


One balloon passed over Lorain 


about 8 o'clock last night. It was 
reported heading swiftly 
toward 


the northeast at an altitude of "ap- 
proximately 800 feet. 


The "City of Detroit," piloted by 


E. J. Hill, was last seen and iden- 
tified yesterday at Fairport Har- 
bor at seven o'clock. The "City 
of Detroit" -was the first of th* 
competing- ol'^fta' t& ,l*Ue-JJff~ from 
the Cleveland' airport. It was fol- 
lowed - by 
the Belgium 
entry,- 


"Belgica." The German entry, 
"Barmen," the American entries, 
"City of Cleveland," and "Goodyear 
Vm," and, the French entry 
"Plerre-Fishbach." 


Nearly 200,000 persons saw the 


takeoff of the six balloons. The 
event climaxed a full day of uni- 
que aerial activities reminiscent of 
last year's National air races. 


WIND TO AID 


C. G. Andrus, chief of the Cle- 


veland airport 
weather bureau, 


said this morning that the probable 
course of the balloons would be 
generally toward Toronto, Ont. He 
said that at the prevailing wind ve- 
locity the balloons should arrive 
in that region this morning 
The census of opinion among the 
competing pilots before they took 
off yesterday was that if they 
could get through the local storm 
area without mishap, they should 
be in a position "for a long ride." 
They expected to travel approxi- 
mately 800 miles and remain in 
the air until at least tomorryv 
noon. 


The chief worry of the balloon- 


ists was to avoid landing in the 
wild country of northern Ontario 
All of them were prepared, how- 
ever, to cope with 
the circum- 


stances should their craft 
comf 


down in the sparsely settled anc 
dangerous landing regions. 


Another danger facing the pilots 


is the Atlantic. Aeronautical ex- 
perts here said the balloonists wil" 
have to be on the alert to land be- 
fore being earned to sea.

nothing disastrous happening to 
the Republic.

save it again by leaving.
